XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by Commonwealth Meteorologist.) 


No, 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of January, 
February, and March, 1931. 


January.—The outstanding feature of the weather for the month was the willy-willy in 
the North-West. This storm started to affect the East Kimberley District about the middle of 
the month, and slowly worked around the North and West Kimberley Coasts. It reached Derby 
and Broome about a week later, on January 23rd, when the wind reached storm violence and 
torrential downpours of rain fell, causing floods and interrupting telegraphic communications. 
At Broome 19 inches of rain fell altogether; at Derby the falls exceeded 17 inches; and at 
La Grange over 16 inches fell. The heaviest fall within 24 hours was 124 inches at Derby on 
January 23rd. These falls were the best that had occurred in the vicinity for some years, and 
should be valuable to the pastoral industry, although, unfortunately, they did not appear to 
have extended far inland. In other Kimberley localities the falls were much lighter, and ex- 
cepting at Wyndham, the average for the month was not reached. Seattered thunderstorms 
increased the aggregate gaugings for the month, but failed to bring the inland total up to 
average, 

In other parts of the State the rainfall was generally deficient. There were, however, 
several thundery disturbances affecting the goldfields in the early part of the month, and some 
of the North Coolgardie localities received very useful falls. Deficiencies were shown over the 
greater part of the North-West and the Murchison, and the month was practically rainless 
over the South-West coastal and agricultural districts. 

Several heat waves of considerable severity occurred during the month. These were re- 
flected in the average mean maximum temperature in Perth, which worked out at 86. 0deg.— 
1.5deg. in excess of the average for January. The hottest day was on January 28th, when 
104.2deg. was reached, followed by a sudden cold snap the next day when the mereury dropped 
to a maximum of 70.6deg. 

February.—An outstanding feature of the month’s weather was the almost complete cessa- 
tion of rainfall in the Kimberleys, the heaviest total of 2 inches being noted at Wyndham, 
the bulk of which fell in a single thunderstorm. Taken as a whole, it was the driest Febru- 
ary ever experienced in that portion of the State, and, although the effects would be minimised 
by the excellent rains experienced earlier in the season, considerable drying off of pasturage 
must have taken place. 

Turning to the remainder of the State, rainfall was accounted for almost entirely by a 
single storm of monsoonal type. It hovered over the State throughout the period 17/25th, 
but important falls were mainly confined to the concluding days, when a very valuable rainfall 
affected the Murchison and Coolgardie Goldfields, where, as a result, the majority of stations 
showed excesses for the month. Useful falls also affected the DeGrey Districts, but the 
month’s average was not approached. 

The Esperance agricultural areas participated in the good Goldfields rains, but with the 
exception of a few heavy isolated thunderstorms, other agricultural rainfall was unimportant, 
while coastal showers were mainly confined to the extreme South-West. 

A feature of the month was the exceptionally low temperature that prevailed. This was 
exemplified by the mean maxima and minima in Perth, which worked out at 81.7deg. and 
60.1deg. Only once, in 1926, were cooler days the rule, the mean maximum for that year 
being 79.6deg., while 1919 saw the only example of a lower night temperature—59.9deg. The 
average day and night temperatures for February in Perth, it may be mentioned, are 84.9deg. 
and 63.4deg. That the cool conditions were not confined to Perth will be seen by a perusal of 


the following mean maxima and mean minima at selected stations throughout the State (omit- 
ting the tropics) the average for February of previous years being shown in brackets :— 

Maxima: Carnarvon 85, (89); Cue 97, (99); Kalgoorlie 89, (92); York 87, (91); 
ry 81 (8 


Katanning 
Minima: Carnarvon 70, Cue 69 (72); Kalgoorlie 61 (64); York 58 (61) ; 
Katanning (56). 

March.—The month’s rainfall was bound up with a series of five related tropical depres- 
sions, culminating on the 5th, 11th, 16th, 24th and 30th of the month. In each case the Trop- 
ical ‘‘lows’’ appeared off the North-West coast, gradually worked southward and eventually 
effected junction with southern ‘‘lows,’’ which appeared off our shores as rather feeble de- 
pressions, but gained in intensity in their passage across the Bight, and subsequently contri- 
buted largely to the development of extensive rains, some of which occasioned floods in East- 
ern Australia. 

The first two of these tropical systems followed coastwise tracks, and the resultant rains 
were confined to the South-West quarter of the State, being the first of any general importance 
in the agricultural country since mid-December. They were responsible for over-average falls 
in some lower Great Southern districts, and at a few of the South-West coastal localities. In 
general, however, the rains over the agricultural regions were too light to soften the ground, 
and the commencement of ploughjng was consequently delayed. 

The third mid-month disturbance pursued a different course. It passed inland after pro- 
ceeding some distance southward along the coast, and its most conspicuous outcome in this 
State was reflected in a few heavy downpours on the extreme North-East of the Goldfields, 
but on passing Eastward developed eventually into a cyclonic storm over the South-East corner 
of the continent on the 21st, producing the flood rains and tempestuous weather associated 
with the loss of the ‘‘Southern Cloud.’’ 

The next system, although apparently well developed, was practically barren of result, 
the reason probably being that its activity was sapped by the formation of a much more active 
disturbance in the North—the final one for the month. This first appeared off the North-West 
coast in definite form on the 25th, and was associated with variations of the wind at Koepang 
(Timor), which are often associated with willy-willy development. Its subsequent progress 
took it across the North-West coast at Pt. Hedland on Sunday morning, 29th March, and 
here a severe blow with torrential rain occurred, although heavy wind was not experienced 
at any other coastal station. The system then drifted inland, the accompanying rains chiefly 
affecting the inland North-West division, the North Murchison, the Northern and Eastern 
Goldfields, and the far South-East. The month closed with the rain ‘still in progress in the 
latter area, and at the time of writing the aggregate falls ranged between 2 and 6 inches at 
the great majority of stations. This, of course, ensured a heavy excess above normal over the 
regions affected, but unfortunately the West Gascoyne, coastal portion of the Ashburton coun- 
try, and the South Murchison did not derive any great benefit. The Kimberleys were also 
missed by the main rainstorm, and serious deficiencies were noted at some of the stations, 
notably Derby, La Grange Bay and Anna Plains. Fitzroy Crossing and Hall’s Creek showed 
excesses, but there were due to individual thunderstorms, probably not representative of any 
large area 

Inland temperatures, on account of the rains in the latter half of the month, were below 
normal (3.5deg. below at Cue), but were slightly in excess near the West and South-West 
Coasts. In Perth the mean maximum was 1.6deg. above normal.
